tremble  on  account  of  .death  and  judg- 
m<nit,  till.  I  was  so  ^awal lowed  vip  in 
trouble  and  fear^  that  I  sometimes- w-ould 
think  I  saw  the  Saviour  coming  the 
second  time  to.  judgment.  .Then  v.w.ith 
these  awful  feeliDgs' I^would  fall  on  my 
face  and  cry  to  God  for  mercy,  think- 
ing I  should  soon  land  iti  hell.  But  in 
some  six  months  these  fears  seemed  .  to 
wear  off  gradually,  and  left .  m<j  in  an 
undescribable  state  of  mind.  .1  read 
the  Testament  a  little— sometimes  'I 
would  think  the  promises  were  to  com- 
fort me ;  then  I  would  think  it  impos- 
sible for  such  a  great  sinner  as  I,  to  be 
a  christian.  This  distressed  moso  much 
that  when  I  was  at  meeting  under 
preaching,  I  would  be  in  a  flood  of 
tears.  This  somewhat  kept  me  from 
.ineeting,  yet  when'I  saw  christians  in 
trouble,  my  soul  seemed  to  be  drawn 
.out  towards  them,  thinking  them  in 
like  distress.  Of  all  people  I  thought  I 
loved  christians  best,  but  was  afraid  to 
go  to  meeting,  for  I'ear  they  would  talk 
to  me  about  my  distress,  so  I  left  meet- 
ing till  it  measurably  wore  oF." 

''About  my  fifteenth  year  my  father 
died,  and  left  me  with  no  instructor  to 
V wander  at  large."  "I  then  took  to  the

^beastly  drunk;  so  that  1  was  the  ring-

Louisiana,  not  felt  by  me,  but  by  a 
great  many  candid  persons,  who  said 
they  had  lelt  it,  so  ift  seemed  to  say  to 
me.  therLord  was  about  to  work. a 
speedy  reformation  in  the  land,  and  all 
that  had  felt  it  would  be  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth.  So  I  felt  left 
out,  as  I  had  not  felt  it.

unavoidable.    Furthermore^  o^r  liber- 
ties, both  political  and  religiou-s, .  came- 
handin  hand,- and  when   one  departs 
the  other  must  ere   long   follow  ;  and^ 
w/ien  I  see  either  endangered,  my  own 
common  wellare  and  that  of  my  ntigh- 
hor's  compels  me  to  cry  the   cause  and': 
\\\%  ilarFiv 
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I  have  heretofore  given  it  as  my 
opinion,  both  publicly  and  privatelv, 
that  if  our  government  is  ever  broken 
up,  it  would  be  through  -the  influence  of 
priestcraft;  and  in  this  itj  seems  I  have 
not  been  mistaken.  ^When  we  trace 
the  criisis  of  our  country  to  its  origin, 
we  in  truth  find  that  in  the  New-Eng- 
land and  Northern  States  the  -  pv3ac/^5 
have  gotten  up  the  Abolition  doctrine 
to  abolish  negro  slavery  in  the  .  South- 
ern States.  These  fanatical  preachers 
have  taught  it  to  parents,  and  parents
